During the past several months the activities of WAR, as 
well as the other white supremacist groups, have been severely 
curtailed. It is believed that this is due primarily to the 
recent trial of several leaders of the white supremacist movement 
which was held in Fort Smith, Arkansas. In the months immediately 
preceding and during the trial, the main goal of these groups was 
to raise funds for the defense of their leaders and to recruit new 
members into the movement. Members were warned not to commit acts 
of violence or do anything which would reflect negatively on the 
movement, as this could possibly affect the outcome of the 
Fort Smith trial. 

On April 7, 1988, all defendants in the Fort Smith trial 
were acquitted. Now that the white supremacist movement has 
received what could be viewed as a "shot in the arm" by this 
victory, it is believed that WAR and other like-minded groups will 
flourish. Acts which may have been held in initial planning 
stages may begin to become overt. Since it is believed that WAR 
has been in a "holding pattern" for the past few months and that 
now the group will begin to grow in membership and will be more 
likely to commit violent acts, the Domestic Terrorism Unit 
believes that the actions of this terrorist group meet the 
requirements set forth in the Attorney General Guidelines on DS/T 
investigations. It is therefore recommended that this 
investigation be renewed for another 180-day period.
